It received a number, so going forward I will reference it as H.480

The Bill proposes a lot of changes, and it can be hard to follow. 

Most Assessors and Listers in Vermont do not support the en.re bill, but they recognize some 

change needs to happen in Vermont. 

 

One part of IAAO interest I think is: 

“Sec. 4. ONE-TIME APPROPRIATIONS; DEPARTMENT OF TAXES  (a) In fiscal year 2024, 

$50,000.00 shall be appropriated from the General Fund to the Department of Taxes to 

contract with one or more consultants with  exper*se in statewide reappraisal systems to 

assist the Department in preparing the implementa*on plan required under this act.” 

 

I am not sure if $50 k is reasonable amount for an Implementa.on Plan report.  

Maybe you can let us know how much something like those costs with your team. 

I think it’s important to have IAAO involved. 

 

Because this bill is in the House Commi%ee on Appropria.ons this week, I have cc’d the VT
